A recruiting drive for the Ser- 
vices has become urgently neces- 
sary if, as’ the Prime Minister 
said in a special message issued the 
other day, we are to be able to 
fulfil our commitments both na- 
tional and international.

These figures show that better! 
pay and prospects have not yet | 
evoked more than a trickle of re- 
cruits and re-enlistments, though 
there may well he an improve- 
ment later when the present shine 
has been worn off civilian life. 

No risks) can, however, 
tak¢p in such a matters and pre- 
sumably none will oe taken. The 
voluntary enlistments now — re- 
quired are, of course, for the re- 
gular forces, and. any deficiency 
will ‘be, and is being, made up bi 
conscription, The more volun- 
teers come forward, the shorter 
conseript service under the Na- 
tional Service Act ‘will need to 
be.

The case against’ Chong 
Sam, 37-ycar-old mistress of 
boat f19V, charged with lar- 
ceny of 1,300 catties of rica 
front tho ss. Samsurf was dis- 
missed by Mr. W. H. Latimer 
at Kowloon Court yesterday. —

The Magistrate anid there was 
no direct evidence as to theft 
though there wns o sufficiency of 
presumptive evidence to justify a 
conclusion that thers was a theft 
of rice from the ss.

There was evidence to show, 
Mr, Latimer said, that the Wang 
Kee Co., stevedores, had a tally- 
man on accused’s boat during the 
unlonding of rjee from the “Sam- 
surf" to the godown at West Point 
and -that he remained on board 
continually throuhout the un- 
Jondingz. 

Though ao witness had stated 
that he saw rice being unloaded 
fronra smoll boat at hight ot the 
Mongkok Typhoon Shelter, no 
evidence was forthcoming thai it 
was accused's boat from which 
the rice was being unlonded.

‘New York, May 29. 

A report given by tho chair- 
man of the federation of 
atomic scicntists, Mr. W. A. 
Higginbotom, today dotaifcd 
the effects of one small drop 
of atomic poison gas in liquid 
form as follow: 

It could endanger every per- 
son in a grent industrial plant. 

A combustion of this so call- 
ed gag could kill every person 
within -a one-kilometre radius, 
not by chemical reaction but by 
raudio-netive rays from atomic 
figson products, 

There are 
secrets about 
gas. 

The use of the death ray was 
predicted in a report to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Dr. Leo 
Szilard whose death rays were 
neutrons, : 

These -particles can not only 
kill a person but transmute 
chemicals of the human body in- 
to temporarily radio-active 
atoms that may cause death. 
The gas is emitted by great 
structures called pilen which 
are used in the atomic process. 
Transporting a pilen to enemy 
‘territory would be like moving
